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PUSD Sets Bond Election For May 27 


The Placentia Unified School 
District Board of Trustees, after a 
long discussion in a specially-called 
meeting Thursday night, voted 
unanimously to return the $20 
million school building bond issue to 
the public, after it lost in its search 
for two-thirds approval on March 4, 
by 66 votes. 

The election is scheduled for May 
27. 

The disappointing tally on March 
4, which came so close to success, 
found less than 22 per cent of the 
voters reporting to the polls. 

The May 27 effort will be a quick 
attempt to add at least 67 votes to the 
yes ledger in an effort to'stave off a 
collapse of the state-supported 
school building efforts over the 34 
square mile school district. 

Administrative staff at the 
meeting further pointed out that

failure to approve the measure in the 
next effort, could eventually mean a 
raise in taxes if the board is forced to 
seek funding from some source 
other than the state supported 
program, which funneled in an 
additional $2,400,000 in state money 
last year. 

Superintendent of Schools, John 
Tynes, told the board: ‘‘I would like 
to go on May 27 primarily for two 
reasons. One is we're going to need 
the money to build the schools and 
second I think we owe it to the public 
to let them know that under these 
circumstances, we will not be in the 
state school building program next 
year because we will not have the 
maximum bonded indebtedness 
required to qualify.”’ 

Tynes warned that a rejection of 
the bonds a second time, could 
eventually force a raise in the tax 


base. 

Concerning the immediacy of the 
need and selecting a date for the 
election both Board President jean 
Pappas and Trustee John Balducci 
advised against letting school 
crowding become critical before 
another election is called. 

Balducci rejoined: ‘‘I would hate 
to seeus hold off just to prove to 
people that we were right."’ 

Tynes advised that the district is 
already inching into crowded 
conditions and that more building is 
on the immediate horizon. 

**Shapell has 191 units they are 
building. We met with these people 
around the Baker site (an 
elementary school property in 
Placentia) and there is a whole 
subdivision there that is coming in 
which will be about as large as half 


the Morse (Elementary School) 
area 

‘The only thing holding this up 
right now is putting in the street. 
That means half an elementary 
school right there.*’ 


‘We do know that the Dominguez 
Ranch has cleared escrow, "’ Tynes 
continued, *‘that’s 320 acres up the 
canyon and plans have already been 
approved for the housing on this. 
The Yorba property is also in escrow 
now and Anaheim has extended La 
Palma which means that the cost of 
building in that area has gone down 
considerably due to the fact that the 
Street is in." 

‘Some of the alternatives that we 
don't like to mention would be to sit 
and wait and we would be busing 
children from there in the next 
school year because we don't have 
any room at Fairmont and we'll be 


taking those to either Brookhaven or 
Golden. 

“*Also,’’ Tynes added, “if you've 
been up Kraemer Boulevard, you 
have seen over 100 units there that 
are just finishing completion and the 
city has just approved another 82 
units over by Lake Placentia which 
means that the extra classrooms at 
Golden are going to be absorbed 
rather quickly. 

“There's also another 20 units 
that are nearly completed at the 
corner of Kraemer and Bastanchury. 
The board will have to make a 
decision as to where these people 
are going to go. They will probably 
go to Brookhaven, even though we 
might not like it, because Sierra 
Vista is filled. 

“It's not something we're 
dreaming about,’’ Tynes warned, 
“it's a reality."’ 


Dr.John Mullender, Assistant 
Superintendent, Administrative 
Services advised ‘‘$20 million is 
what it would take to bond ourselves 
to capacity for five years."’ 

‘We know we're going to have to 
have sites. A junior high site is one 
of the things we've talked about. 
Such a site is now going to cost a 
million dollars,"’ Dr. Mullender 
warned. 

Tynes further explained that 
continuing to build without the 
bonds passing ‘‘would pyramid the 
taxes of the population."’ ‘*We're 
already busing 100 kids from the 
Glenknoll area over to Van Buren 
and all the kindergarten kids from 
Fairmont to Orchard. So we're 
already in this situation now."’ 

Total votes cast in the bond 
election were 3,383 for the $20 
million in bonds and 1,790 against.

Amid an increasing crescendo of 
complaint, Placentia’s undersized 
Post Office parking lot was in a state 
of flux this week as dissidents 
considered changing directional 
Signs, use of driveways, right and 
left hand turns, striping, planter 
areas and where the street-side 
mailboxes are to stand. 

It was uncertain as to whether any 
of it would solve the problem. 

With only 24 parking stalls 
allowed, to service a community of 
more than 30,000 people, and an 
expected population expansion to 
45,000 it appeared that the city may 
have outgrown the besieged parking 
facility before it ever was built. 

Part of the problem lay within a 
several year time delay between 
when the post office was planned 
andwhen it was finally constructed. 

Al Lopas, Placentia Post Master, 
recalls that every detail was checked 
by the city when the post office went 
through site planning but members 
of the Placentia City Council have 
suggested that ‘‘the city has no 
authority over the post office.’’ They 
can do as they please. 

Currently, no one seemed to be 
pleasing anybody. 

With mounting public complaint 
growing louder, and nudged by City 
Council rhetoric, the post office this 
week was attempting to completely 
revamp the parking lot. 

Customers, unaware of what was 
transpiring, were attempting to use

In a poor voter turnout of less than 
22 per cent, the three incumbents of 
the Placentia Unified School District 
were resoundingly given a vote of 
confidence in the March 4 tally. 

Returned to their seats were 
Board President Jean Pappas; Vice 
President Dr. William Yates and 
Clerk Salvador Zavala. 

Their votes received from a 
maximum of 5,209 ballots cast were 
3,236 for Dr. Yates; 3,157 for Mrs. 
Pappas and 2,484 for Zavala. 

An Anaheim slate of three 
contenders for the three board seats 
James R. Jamieson, Milfred F. 
Smith and Jack Manos tallied next 
highest in the vote tabulations. 

Jamieson received 1,457 votes; 


Smith 1,149 and Manos 773. 

The trio, which had exerted 
leadership in the attempted 
deannexation of the Rio Vista 
Elementary School from PUSD into 
the Anaheim city school systems, 
also came out against the $20 million 
school construction bonds, which 
lost by 66 votes. 

The winning incumbents strongly 
backed the bond issue, considered 
by them as crucial to the district. 

Other candidates and their votes 
included Mike Shimansky of Yorba 
Linda, 747; and two college 
students, Martin Petersen, 691 and 
Kenneth Neidiger, 414, both from 
Placentia.

The California State 
Parks Foundation is coordinating 
the statewide fund raising effort for 
the poppy fields.

PUSD Budget 


Comes In At 
19% Million

A $19% million budget for the 
Placentia Unified School District 
1975-76, similar in size to last year’s, 
is so tightly constructed that without 
allowing for any teachers’ raise, a 
fund of only $218,160 remains to be 
allocated. 

Teachers, hoping for something 
more substantial than a 1.5 per cent 
raise, which that amount would 
allow, were invited to inspect the 
budget ‘‘where they work’’ and offer 
suggestions of what might be pared. 


PUSD Board members and 
Superintendent of Schools John O. 
Tynes have taken strong stands on 
keeping all programs for the schools 
intact. 

Teachers and other employee 
salaries, however, figure high in the 
budget, accounting for about 85 per 
cent of the total amount, Dr. John 
Mullender, Assistant Superinten- 
dent of Schools, Administrative 
Services reported. 


Board members Monday night got 
a look at the comprehensive several 
inches thick document, on its first 
annual outing as the First 
Preliminary Budget. Revisions and 
workshops will continue on the 
important figures until the final 
published release in July or August. 

Concerns in the already sifted 
figures are for teachers and other 
employee raises, mounting school 
operational! costs and a possible drop 
in Average Daily Attendance, on 
which the bulk of funding for school 
operation is based. 

The Placentia District currently 
has the lowest tax base of any 
unified district in Orange County 
and in some cases a lower rate than 
Orange County elementary school 
districts. 

The tight budget, however, does 
allow for fringe benefits. for 
employees, and step increases for 
personnel, reflecting longer service 
and additional education. 

A workshop will be held on the 
budget, Saturday, April 5 at PUSD 
Administration Headquarters, pre- 
ceding the regular board meeting on 
April 14.

The Subject Is Collective 
Bargaining 


By Senator George Deukmejian 
Senate Minority Floor Leader 
[Second in a Series] 

Collective bargaining and the 
right to strike by public employees, 
if granted under proposed legisla- 
tion, has some of the most 
far-reaching ramifications of any 
legislation of recent memory and 
perhaps in the history of the state. 

Its requirements may change the 
entire structure of representative 
government by removing from 
elected officials some powers which 
will be placed in the hands of 
non-elected mediators or arbitrators 
not responsible to the public. 

In addition, even the proponents 
admit that certain protections of 
public employment will be eroded by 
the proposed measure. In _ this 
respect; they are admitting they 
expect the gradual demise of the 


Civil Service system as we know it: 


today, and there are clear prospects 
for the disappearance of the 
long-rooted use of tenure in our 
school systems. 

Even the merit system of 
advancement, which is the very 
basis of the Civil Service system, 
faces possible death. Under the 
proposed bill, all members of a 
‘‘unit’’ will be herded together and 
treated as a group with little or no 
thought given to their individual 
merit for advancement. 

The protections of Civil Service 
and tenure were devices granted to 
public employees to give them 
security. Now, if collective bargain- 
ing is granted to public employees, 
then would it not be fair for them to 
relinquish the protections of Civil 
Service and tenure, to remain on a 
par with workers in the private 
sector?

On behalf of the board of 
education of the Placentia Unified 
School District, I want to thank your 
newspaper and the many people in 
our community who helped to inform 
our electorate about the school bond 
measure on the March 4 ballot. 

Your willingness to use your news 
columns to give the electorate an 
accurate picture of the need for the 
bonds and how they would be 
financed was invaluable and of great 
public service. 

Our special thanks go to the 
Citizens School Bond Committee, 
headed by Al Barlow and Dr. Ralph 
Ruth, who spent many hours and 
involved many citizens in the 
campaign. It is encouraging to us on 
the board to see so many people 
work so hard to provide for the 
educational needs of our children. 


We are, of course, disappointed 
that the measure was defeated. We 
realize that approval by two-thirds of 
the voters is extremely difficult to 
achieve on any issue, so we are 
encouraged that we missed that goal 
by only 1.4 percentage points. 

Because such a large majority of 
our voters who cast ballots in the 
election favored the bond authoriza- 
tion and because the need for 
building funds in our district is so 
great, the board of education has 
called for another election May 27 in 
which the bonds will be the only 
school issue. We don’t look forward 
to another hard campaign, but we do 
look forward to the opportunity to 
work with you and hope we will 
again gain your support.

Parking Route Rerouted

days before, was continuing in some 
cases to use all drives to go both 
directions. 

Further, all car parking stripings 
will slant northward, as parking 
spaces have on the east side of the 
lot. On the west side, striping had 
been removed Tuesday, but new 
lines had not as yet been painted, 
with inclement weather. 

Cars were parking both directions 
and backing into spaces when they 
couldn’t figure out what else to do. 

Planter areas are expected to be 
reshuffled slightly to add a space 
that will be lost by the restriping 
maneuver and the mailboxes for 
automobile use, now residing on 
Kraemer Boulevard, will be brought 
inside the lot and placed on the 
driver’s side in the parking lot's 
northern planting area. 

The Placentia City Council looking 
at the dilemma Tuesday night could 
find little right with it. 

Thomas Nelson, Director of 
Community Development, immedi- 
ately pointed out that anyone 
coming in the two permitted access 
drives, who found the parking lot 
loaded, would then have to figure 
out how to get back inside, since 
they would already find themselves 
outside its limits on one way busy 
Kraemer Boulevard. 

From there the driver could either 
go around the Kraemer Boulevard, 
Yorba LInda Boulevard, Palm Drive, 
Angelina Drive, Morse Avenue and 
back to Kraemer Boulevard route, 
making a rather lengthy trek to buy a 
postage stamp. Or could make a 
U-turn southward on Kraemer 
Boulevard, back to the left turn lane 
in front of the parking lot’s center 
entry, which would then give the 
driver access to 13 parking spaces 
again, or 12 as the case might be. 

It was also mentioned in casual 
public conversation that if traffic 
worsens on Kraemer Boulevard as 
anticipated, it would not be at all 
unlikely that left turns would be 
prohibited at the center driveway 
spot, leading the driver on to Morse 
Avenue, where left turns are also 


prohibited, and then down south to 
Sheffield Street. 

Nelson pointed out that if entry to 
the parking lot was at the north 
driveway, then the motorist could 
keep going around a circle through 
the south exit, until he was able to 
locate a spot to light in. Postal 
authorities, this week, appeared to 
feel uninfluenced by that sugges- 
tion. 

A further city recommendation 
concerned placing an additional 
standing mail box on the Town 
Center side of Kraemer Boulevard, 
directly across from the Post Office, 
as there had been noted a great deal 
of *‘scampering”’ across the major 
thoroughfare just to mail a letter. A 
formal request for a crosswalk at this 
point was turned down because it 
could prove to be too dangerous a 
position. 

The mailbox, however, was 
reportedly not incorporated into the 
present post office plans ‘‘because 
some body would have to go across 
the boulevard’’ and retrieve the 
mail. 

Other suggestions have ranged 
from buying a strip of land to the 
north of the post office, to allow for 
more parking; running a driveway to 
the back of the post office facility, 
where there is a lot of parking area 
for employees and mail trucks or 
waiting until neighboring parcels of 
land develop in hopes they will have 
some extra parking space they might 
not be using. 

Councilman Jack Gomez, acting 
as Mayor Tuesday night, had a 
couple of observations. 

**We don’t have this problem with 
our other post office in Atwood,”’ he 
reported. ‘‘It’s on wheels, and if 
there is any problem, they just move 
it a little bit." 


And he added: ‘‘I want to be sure 
that I can eat a McDonald’s 
hamburger and drop off my mail ail 
in the same motion.”’ 

Amid the very serious discussions 
the Mayor Pro Tem contributed a 
touch of levity: *‘I think it would be 
safer just to use the Yorba Linda 
Post Office!,’’ he advised. 


Disneyland Awards Touch Placentia 


Disneyland’s awards to deserving 
volunteer organizations, approach- 
ed the half million dollar mark this 
year, with an additional $60,000 in 
compensation going to 43 groups 
considered by the judges to be the 
most deserving. 

The congenial luncheon filled the 
Grand Ballroom at the Disneyland 
Hotel where eminent judges made 
presentations to representatives 
from the winning groups. 

It was the 18th annual Disneyland 
Community Service Awards. 

None of the five Placentia 
organizations that applied received 
funds, but the Assistance League of 
Anaheim, whose president is Mrs. 
Jack O. Christensen of Placentia, 
received a $1,000 award | and 
Fullerton's Helping Hands School, 
which is attended by some Placentia 
children, received another. 

The $10,000 Outstanding Award 
went to Orange County Teen 
Challenge and two $5,000 awagds to 
Glass Mountain Inn, Inc. and Share 
Our Selves. There were 40 $1,000 
awards made to Orange County 
groups. 

With this year’s program, 
Disneyland has donated $461,500 in 
390 awards. Participating in the 
program this year were 394 groups, 
whose submitted applications repre- 
sented over 12'2 million man hours 
served in community projects by 
more than 412,487 volunteers, 
Disneyland reported. 


Big Little 
People At 


Valencia 


Sixty little people from 3 to S years 
of age are starting big in their 
education as they attend daily 
classes at Valencia High School in 
Placentia. 

They are students in the Valencia 
Preschool which opened this month 
as a joint teaching project of the high 
school and the Regional Occupation- 
al Program (ROP). 

“We provide preschool ex- 
periences for about 25 students in 
the morning and 35 in the afternoon 
at nominal rates ($2/week) for 
parents,’’ explained Larraine Shaw, 
teacher in charge of the operation. 
“We also can provide learning 
experiences for high school students 
who want to be nursery school 
aides.” 

Since she started the preschool 
training classes last year at another 
location, Ms. Shaw has placed more 
than 20 students (‘‘a conservative 
guess") in such jobs as preschool 
aides, Tiny Tot program assistants 
and live-in child care helpers, 

Students from child development 
and child service classes in 
Valencia’s home economics depart- 
ment also work in the preschool and 
observe the children’s behavior. 

‘Observation is an important part 
of learning about children, so the 
preschool is a valuable teaching 
tool," noted home ec teacher Betty 
Lawson. Her students are writing 
journals on individual children as an 
indepth study of child behavior. 

Activities offered during the daily 
two and a half hour sessions include 
creative art, language development, 
music, perceptual motor training, 
outside play and experience in a 
“science center’’ where children 
now are growing radishes and 
carrots. 

‘Advantages are many for both 
the little children and the high 
school students,’’ Ms. Shaw said) 
**High schoolers make all their own 
materials, including flannel boards, 
puppets and games, which the 
preschoolers enjoy. The students 
get to keep all their projects and-are 
prepared to go job-hunting with 
their own little bags of tricks,’’ she 
added. 

Warning that the waiting list is 
long, Ms. Shaw said that parents 
interested in putting their pre- 
schoolers in Valencia should 
contract her at the high school.

May Be Your Own

use of water on a grease or 
electrical fire could be 
dangerous and that most 
class B & C commercial fire 
extinguishers contain bak- 
ing soda as the principal 
extinguishing agent. 

Sims suggests that each 
home be equipped with a 
fire extinguisher suitable 
for small grease or electrical 
fires. Many people make 
their own extinguishers out 


of an empty coffee can. The 
coffee can extinguishers 
have been credited with 
stopping over two hundred 
fires in Orange County in 
the past few years. The 
Placentia Fire Department 
has complete instructions 
available for those persons 
interested in making their 
own extinguishers. Often 
times Scout groups make 
them as safety projects.

(c) No signs may be located in the public right of way, except as permitted in 
subsection (4) and (C). No signs may be located in any street medians at any time nor 
may any signs be located in such a way to threaten or cause damage to any city 
property; 

(d) All permitted signs and devices may be approved for a period not to exceed 
two (2) years; 


listed below and shall be subject to the conditions as noted: 

(1) Two (2) on-site double-faced signs, each face not to exceed 100 square feet and 
three (3) off-site double-faced signs, each face not to exceed 32 square feet, 
provided that: 

(A) A $200.00 cash bond shall be posted with the city for each sign to guarantee 
removal and compliance with conditions, 

(B) Location, colors, copy and design of signs shall be subject to approval, 

(C) Signs shall be posted within ten (10) days with the permit number and 
expiration date in the lower left-hand corner of the sign face. The posting shall be 
with letters three (3) inches high, of weatherproof material and visible from a public 
street, 

(D) Any change in sign structure must be resubmitted to the director for approval, 

(E) A letter of agreement from property owners giving the city right of entry to 
remove signs in the event the above stipulations are not complied with, shall be 
submitted to the planning division, 

(F) Failure to comply with any or all of the stipulations as set forth in this section 
shail be cause for immediate removal of the sign, 

(G) At the time the property on which the signs are located is sold, the signs shall 
be removed or anew letter of agreement shall be submitted from the buyer to permit 
the signs to remain and granting the city right to enter the property and remove the 
signs, 

(H) Letters of agreement giving the city right of entry shall be recorded prior to 
issuance of a building permit,

1, LESSOR does hereby devise, lease

My wife likes to compare 
the City Council of Placentia 
to the little boy who fell in 
the muddy ditch and 
wherever he goes he leaves 
a messy trail. Now a kid who 
falls in a ditch is many times 
a great kid; really lovable 
but he just can't stay out of 
trouble. The City Council is 
a lot like that. Their most 
recent problems consist of 
labor relations, soaring 
legal fees, high electric bills 
and a hunger for land that is 
unexplainable. 

Last month the Placentia 
Fire Department employees 
asked the City of Placentia 
to study contracting fire 
services from the County. In 
other words, “our local 
firemen would rather work 
for the County of Orange 
than for the City of 
Placentia. I feel a lot of 
sympathy for them. 

About two years ago the 
City adopted a new 8 hour a 
day system for all the Fire 
Department employees. 
Firefighters hated the new 
system to the extent that an 
estimated 75 per cent 
resigned and the rest are 
fighting the City in Court. 

Since then, our City 
Council has O.K.'d_ pay- 
ment of over $70,000 in 
legal fees and expenses to 
fight the spirited _fire- 
fighters in court. What a 
waste! After all, what do the 
firemen really want? They 
just want to operate as the 
majority of Fire Depart- 
ments do _ across’ the 
country. 

It seems to me that the 
time has come for our City 
Council to take another 
good hard look at the Fire 
Department situation and 
consider a return to the old 
tried and proven system. If 

75% of my employees 
resigned I'd have to take 
another look at my opera- 
tion or be out of business. | 
think this holds true for 
most businesses. 


You know if the Public 
Employee Collective Bar- 
gaining and right to strike 
bill in the California 
Legislature is passed; the 
handwriting will be on the 
wali. Whether we like it or 
not, the firemen will win out 
on this issue of which 
system to use. 

Frankly, I don't think we 
should wait for that to 
happen. Surely the Fire 
Department personnel 
would be reasonable in 
other negotiations, includ- 
ing dropping the lawsuit, if 
they won the major 
concession of returning to 
the old and proven system, 
It seems to me our City 
Council has an opportunity 
to show real leadership in 
this difficult area. 

The amazing part of this 
Fire Department scene is 
that the League of Cities 
actually presented City 
Manager Ed Powell with an 
award for his innovative 
work in instituting the new 
system in Placentia. I don’t 
think its the kind of an 
award that the taxpayers 
would give him, if they had 
the opportunity. 


Electric Bills 
The least of the City’s 
problems are the high 


electric bills. In December 
the bill for the whole Civic 
Center Complex was $4,363 
in January it was $4,236 for 
30 days. The fancy foun- 
tains that operate almost 
continuously must add a lot 
to the bill. The price of 
beauty is high and so is the 
energy to run it.
